By the remission of duty the manufacture 
is quadrupled, as in the case of glass, & e. ; the 
workman gets constant, instead of desultory employ- 
ment, and high, instead of low wages; he is, there- 
fore, enabled to purchase for himeelf and his family 
a greater quantity of duty-paying articles, and thus the 
revenue, by the abolition of an oppression, recoups 
itself by the natural result of the prosperity of the 
workman. 

We have looked vve: the leis uf vice-presi- 
dents of societies established for the repeal of the 
paper-duty, and we find among them no less than 
ONE HUNDRED AND seventy-onz Members of Parlia- 
ment, voluntarily pledging themselves to the repeal 
of the duty. And these lists were made at a time 
when the Ministry, so far from proposing, opposed 
the abolition of the tax. One would think that, when 
we sacrifice two millions for the sake of introducing a 
taste for French wines, we might sacrifice a million 
to liberate a rural manufacture, and an article which 
is used extensively by every class of society.

The Lord Mayor said, that the disorder complained 
of was entirely the act of a few individuals who en- 
dearoured to create confusion and disorder. As soon 
as those parties were removed, the meeting was as or- 
derly as any meeting ever held. 

Mr. Whelan said, thatat one period in the proceedings 
there was a rush made which carried away a large 
number of those present. It was a most ridiculous 
d ene to wilness the resolutions being passed before a 
smallassembly of persons who appeared to know 
nothing at all about them. The meeting could not 
have consisted of more than 300 or 400 persons at any 
time, although the Freemcn’s Journal had resented 
that 2,000 persons ‘were present. If there had been 
a clear stage, and no favour shown to those who opposed 
the bill, the proceedings would have been fair enough, 
but it was manifest there was a party of persons present 
who were employed to howl down any person who 
spoke against the bill. (Hear, hear.) 

Mr. Price asked in what position the bill was now— 
whether it was to be amended, and to go before a com- 
mittee of the House of Commons, or a new bill to be 
introduced ? He hoped Councillor Codd would give 
the house some information on the subject. 

Mr. Codd said he suspected that Mr. Price knew 
more about the matter than himself; and it would be 
desirable if, instead of asking questions, he would give 
ihe Council any information he had. 

The Lord Mayor remarked that the bill had been 
adjourned for a fortnight to make amendments. 

Mr. Price said it was because he had information 
which widely differed from what he saw in the public 
papers that he asked the question trom Mr. Codd. 

Mr. Codd eaid be was not in communication with Mr. 
Whiteside, Sir E. Grogan, or Mr. Vance. (Lauglͤiter.) 

Mr. Price observed that he had ascertained the Par- 
liamentary Agent had agreed to alter the bill. 

Mr. Seally suggested to Mr. Price to tell them all he 
knew about the matter. 

Mr. Codd said as the Council was not likely to get the 
information they sought from Councillor Price, he would 
give them all the information on the subject that he 
possessed. It was the intention of the gentlemen having 
charge of the bill to meet in London on Wednesday. 
It was then intended, also, to carry out strictly the in- 
structions of the Council, which were to substitute the 
Canal for the Liffey scheme, and to make such altera- 
tions in the bill as would enable that to be done bona 
fide.

The commission was opened by the Lord Chief Justice, at 
one o'clock p.m., when the gentlemen composing the Grand 
Jury, and whose names have already appeared in the Inten 
Times, were formally sworn in. 

His Lordship addressed the Grand Jury as follows :— 
Mr. Foreman, and Gentlemen, the calendar before me 
presents a greater number of cases, and more of a very ag- 
gravated character, than any that has come before me, as 
long as I have latterly been in the habit of visiting. your 
county. ‘Tbere are thirty cases, and amongst them one case 
of murder, one of shooting with intent te murder, four 
ceases of attacking houses and assaulting the inmates, in 
three of which the assailants were armed with firearms. 
There are other cases of a serious, bat less aggravated 
character, which, however, afford a strong index of the 
state of the county. There are several cases of persons 
detected with arms and ammunition in their possession, 
contrary tolaw. Althongh many of the other cases are of 
an aggravated character, I do not find, upon inquiry into 
their nature, that there are any observations necessary to 
make to you, touching the discharge of bas duty. 
eases are, in that respect, plain ant dag e. After the re- 
ference I have been obliged to make to the state of the 
county, Í aim happy to present to you anytopic of congra- 
tulation, and, strange as it may appear, I congratulate 
vou on this calendar, heavy as it is, for it presents 
more cases of detected crime, and of criminals made 
amenable to justice, than any calendar that has come before 
me for many years. I might have been in a condition for- 
merly to congratulate you on light calendars, if the light- 
ness of those calendars were an evidence of diminished 
crime. The return of untried prisoners madeto the In- 
spector-General of Prisons on a late occasion was, in jail, 
four untried,” and at those very assizes there was a most 
alarming retarn made by the constabulary of the extent of 
undetected crime and outrage in the country. ‘The calendar 
now before me, compared with a similar list furnished by the 
constabulary, shows a most gratifying progress in the detec- 
tion and render peed. nu of prisoners. The heavy 
calendar which, although it presents a large amount 
of crime, presents a large number of crimi- 
nale; a more promising thing for the peace of the 
county than a light calendar with a large amount of undis- 
covered crime, as upon former occasions. | willingly bear 
this testimony to the improvement which has occarred since 
the last assizes. There is a matter to which, as it forms the 
subject of inquiry in another place, I shal! not apply any ebser- 
vatlons- -I mean the organisation of those to whom the detection 
of crime is entrusted, | feel obliged to add, however, that with 

t to the law for the prevention of crime, they do require 
a thorough revision and amendment. They seem to have 
lost sight of the duty of every man, in every part of the 
county, whether 1 or not, to give his assistance to 
the enforcement of the law. Those can inflict peualties for 
refusal to assist the law in proclaimed districts. We should 
bave the old common law principle applied not only to pro 
claimed districts, but to every of the county. ‘That 
principle is, that every neighbour should be ble to 
some extent for crime committed there. Now, if within dis- 
tricts of ascertained limits, in which the inhebitants know 
each other, a fine should be laid upon those districts, not to 
be levied until time should be allowed for the detection of the 
offence, then we might have hopes of the detection of crime. 
If every part of the county were made liable for the discharge 
of that duty, instead of serious outrages committed before 
multitudes, with no man to lift a hand in aid of the law, but 
with some to some te connive, and all lokewarm 
in its vindication ; instead of this we should see the law aided 
and assisted. His lordship then alluded, in most complimen- 
tary terms. to the charge of Judge Keogh tothe Grand Jury 
of Westmeath. in reference to public-houses, and recem- 
mended it to the consideration of the Grand Jury,
